Municipal By-Law for the Destraotion 
of Thistles. 



We, tbo .Mayor and (JoiinciUors of thu City 
of Victoria, liruiab Culiimbia, in Council con- 
vuned by virtno of the power and p.iubority 
Tested in U3 by an act entitled ' Tho Vicloria 
Municipal Ordinance, 1807, and ' Tlie Victoria 
Municipal Ameadmont Ordinance, 1809,' 

Whereas great injury and loss have been 
and are occasioned ta tbe laods within the 
limits, bl ifae pity of Victoria by tbe spread of 
the pfaiit known ng the ThtsUe, arid it is desir.. 
able that measures bo taken to prevoiil its fur- 
ibcr dill'usion. 

lia It therelorc enacted by liie said Major 
and Council that IVoiu and alter the passing of 
this By>Law, as loUows ; — 

1. If at any tiran after tbo passing of this 
By-Law any owner, lessee or occupier of land 
within tbe limits of the City of Victoria afores 
said, upon whioh land any of the plants eoin» 
raonly known as tbo Tnistlo shall be (jrowing, 
shall not within seven days alter any notice in 
wriiiog that such Thistles are growiofr apon 
Bucb land aigoed by the Mayor of the Oity of 
Victoria shall bare been served npoo sacb 
owner, lesBco or occupier, or left for bim At 
his usual or Inst known place of abode, effec- 
tually destroy all of the said plants so known 
as the Thistle then growinj; and boing upon 
such land, every such owner, lessee or occu- 
pier being couvictcil llii rcof sli.dl be liable to 
a penalty not exceeiHng Twoiity-live dollars 
[6lii] and nol less than Fivu dollars [•'pi)], 
and such penalty may be recovered aud the 
mutter thereof heard aod determiaed by a Siin 
pondiary .Vafrtstrate or two i/astlcea of tho 
I'eaco in a summary way 

Provided th a it shall be. lawful for any such 
Stipendiary Magistrate or two Justices to BUS.. 
[}end any couviciiun upon its beiag proved to 
his or their satisfaction that tbe person so re^ 
ceiving such notice has used and is using rea- 
suiiablo exertions to destroy such plants. Pro« 
vided lurther that no information shall bo laid 
against .my owner of siirli hunls until tho 
provisions o( this By-law shall Ijave been on- 
forced against the occupier or 1-Eseu of sucli 
land upon which such Thistles may or shall 
be found. Provided further that no S' cuml 
iuformalioa against such owner, occupier or 
lessee shall be laid witbia thirty days after 
any prevtoas conyiction. 

2. If there shall he no occupier or lessee of 
any snob land, or such occupier or lessee or 
the owner of sucli 1. mil shall be uaknown or 
ubjenl Iruui the Colony, and sucU occupier, 
lessee or owners shall ii.iveno known agenl rest 
dent in the t.'olon/,lhen such notice as aforesaid 
may be allixed in some conspicuous placo U|>on 
su<;h land auO sli.ill also be pnblisheil iii some 
newspai)er circiil.iting in the saiil city, and 
any such notice so allixod ami puhlislic<l shall 
he deemed and taken to bo suillcieni notice lu 
tho occupier, lessee or owner ul such laud from 
tbo time' of itS: being 80 al&Jed and published. 

Provided that it'aball not bo necessary for 
any such last montioned notice to specify tbe 
name of any person, lessee or owner of the 
land therein relerruil ni,un(l provided also thai 
no owner of any land sliall be liable to any 
payment beyond the expense of and occ ision- 
ed by the deslructiuu and eradication of lbs 
Tbialles growing, and being upon audi lanil aj 
berinufier provided togelher v/ith costs of suit 
by reason merely ol any notice having 
been so allixeU as last aioresald. ProviUeU 
that uuch notice sball contain a dascrlptioo of 
tbo parilcnlar portion of SQCh land iatended to 
bo effected thereby. ] ' 

a. If any sucli ownor, lessee or o«sonpicr 
shall for tbe space of seven days refuse or neg- 
lect to destroy tho Thistles epcciflod in any 
such notice, it shall and ma/ he lawful for 
any person autUorized in wriling in that be- 
half by tbo Mayor lo destroy and oradicato tho 
lanic, and for that ourposo with sullicieiit as- 
sistanis 10 enter upon any audi lands in re- 
spect wliereol any such niiticu dhiill have been 
given as aforesaid, and the Muuicinal Council 
of the City of Victoria shall bu uiitilleil to re- 
cover from such ownor, losjoo or occupier tho 
cxpuuso of and iitteodiug such destruction ami 
erudicattoD, such expenses to bo absessod and 
allowod/hy a Stipeudfary Mdgiatrate or two 
Justices of the ' Peueo togotber with costs of 
suit, by any action or plaint la any court of 
cuinpcieut jurisdiction, or by proceedings In a 
summary manner before a Stlpeadlury Mugis- 
irate or two J u~lices, as if such amount bad 
been a pecuniary penalty awarded by such 
.Sli|ieiidiary Ma^fiatralo or two J'usiiccs and 
whicUactiou or plaint or |iroceedlngs may be 
comuienciid, instimted, had and taken in tho 
name ot the Clerk ot ibu .Municipal Council of 
iho City ol Victoria. 

4. U shall bo lawful for any person author- 
ized iu writing in that behalf liy ibe Mayor of 
tbo City of Victoria without notice to enter 
upon any such lands, whether enclosed or not, 
for the purpose of ascertaining if any suoh 
Thistles are growing, aod being tberonpooi 



and no such person shall bo deemed a lires- 
paseer by rcuEon of such entry, or ba liable 
for any damage thereby occasioned unlesi the 
uamo was occasioned by such person wi'ifuUy 
and without necessity. 

5. Upon complaint being duly made to the 
Mayor that any .such ThisUes are suspected to 
bo growing upon'any suoh laud, tho Mayor 
shall make an order in writing for some pura 
son to enter upon such land to searo'b and 
ascertain if there arc any suthv^talBtlei grg.W", 
ing, and being thereupon, or as the case'may 
be, shall sign such notice to the owner or oc- 
cupier of auy such land as boreinafter provide 
ed, and also upon being satisfied th^t such 
Tbistlej are growing and that aucb notice has 
been served or left or aOixcd aud advertised 
as herein provided, auall make an order for 
tho dcsiruclion and oradic»tion of any such 
rhistles as aforesaid growing aud being upon 
any such land by some per^ou to bo named in 
such order, the expense of which shall be 
recoverable as hereinafter provided. 

6. The expenses of and attending any auch 
destractioQ and eradication.of thetpl^nta. oom< 
monly known AS tbe Thistle when adjudged, 
assessed or allowed, aa bereibbefore is mention- 
ed. If tbe aame shall be unpaid, uprecovered 
or unsatisfied thereafter for a period of Thirtv 
days, shall together with all costs, if any, and 
the costs of registration hereinafter msn- 
tlonod, bear interest until paid at the 
rate of ciglitecn dollars per cent per 
aDuiim, and together with all such costs and 
all iaterest accrued and thenceforth to accrue 
sbalt be registered as a charge against tbo 
land in ' respect of which, or of the owners, 
lessees or occupiers whereof such expenses 
aad monies .If era^ao adjiidgect, assessed and al- 
lowed aa aforesaid and a certifloata.aQder tbo 
band of tbe Mayor stating the. amjaiit,so ad- 
judged, assessed or allowed, 'aareeefa^ed and 
unsatisfied, and describing the said last men- 
tinned land, shall bo a suflioieat authority to 
the Registrar O^eiieral of Titles of Hritisb Col- 
umbia to effect such registration, and upon a 
like certilicalo of payment tho said registra- 
tion shall bo cancelled. 

7. All monies l ecovorable under this By-law 
shall bo paid over and. apprppHatedr.in tbo 
manner described in .'Tbo Uljniclpal Fines 
Ordinance, 18Y0.' /.{)■> 1' '.-iii 

8. In tbe construction of this By-law tbe 
words 'tho plant' commonly known ata 'the 
Thistle,' and tfirWord »Tht8lle'>3h'4fl'' be held 
to iodtide alhptonta commonly. knowa «by tbo 
name of Thistles, and shall also'be held to 
include tho planes known by tho IBotanical 
names 'Cardnus Palustris,' 'Carduus Marian, 
us,' 'Carduus Honedictus,' 'Oarduuj Lauccola- 
lua,' 'Onopordum Acanlhium,' and 'Xantbium 
Hpinosura.' 

9. This By-law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as 'Tbo Bv-law for destroying Thistles, 
1879.'
